10. I-805/Palm Avenue Interchange Improvements Project

The 1-805/Palm Avenue Interchange Improvements Project will increase the capacity at the
interchange and enhance bicycle and pedestrian access along Palm Avenue. The proposed Project
includes widening the existing bridge overcrossing structure to provide additional left turn storage
capacity, widening and realigning the 1-805 freeway on- and off-ramps, providing additional
sidewalk width at the on-ramps and bus stop pads for future bus stops, widening Palm Avenue to
accommodate existing and future traffic demands, and providing a widened sidewalk and Class IV
separated bikeway to support alternate modes of transportation. The City will be presenting updates
to the project, schedule, cost, and grant funding efforts. Ronak Rekani, Senior Civil Engineer, 619-
